Claim Rejections - 35 li.S.C. 103(a) 

The Office Action rejected claims 1-4. 6-9. and 1 1-22 under 35 U S C. 
103(a) as being unpatentabie over U.S. Patent Pubhcation No. 20O4.'0083 !25 io 
.Xinieida ("Aimeida"), U.S. .Patent Publication No. 2002.0035488 to ..-Xcjuiia 
<'V.^Vt|u.tla"), in view of U S. Patent No. 5,752,236 to Sexton, et al. AppNcani 
respectfuliy traverses the rejection. 

Aquila was fsied October 23, 200 i, which is attei; .Apphcanfs earhest 
priorUy date of May !9. 20C>0. Although .'Aquila ciaims pi ioi ity to a provisional 
patent appi.tcation filed .Apsii 3, 2000. the Office ..Action has not shown tliat the 
disclosure rehed on to t'eject .Applicaiit's claims was included in the provisional 
patent application. Therefore, the Office Action has tailed to make a pi.aTui 
facie case which wouSd support a iejection of ..^Vppl.tcant's claims under 35 
IJ.S.C. 103(a). in the event that the E.xaniiner sustams this rejection by showing 
that the disclosure relied <)n in .Aquila to reject .Applicant's claims was a!so 
disclosed m .Aquiia's provisional patent application., Apphcani expressiy 
reserves the opportunity to show prior .invention and remove .^quiia as prior 
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art. For at least the foregoing reasons Applicant believes that the rejections are 
moot-

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The "certificates of insurance'' and "certificate holder" recited in 

Applicaiit's ciairns, however, are understood in the insnrarice industry as 

expiained sn Appiicant's "'Background of the hivention"' section as fohows: 

[0003] When one business provkks a service or produa fo a 
customer, the provider nmsi oflen. furnish proof of insurance, 
espeaally where the service or prodi/ci creates a risk of injury or 
damage. For example, a cojnracfor hired to build a hui/diiig 
typically must carry workers compensafion uisurance to protecf his 
workers ami liabihty nisurance m case a ihird parry is injured dtie 
to (he cot It rac tor's neg/igeticc. 

[0004] Typically, such proof is furnished in the form of a 
cer/ijicale of insurance. ("('Oi"). The service provider, coniractor, 
tenant, borrower, vendor, or other party, who is insured by the 
policies shown on the CO/ i.s commonly called (he "insured" and 
the recipieni is referred to as die "cerli/fcate holder" 0>r more 
snnpiy, "liolder"). i 'OJ.s are issued by cm insural's insurance 
ai^enf, ai^ency broker, or by insurance companies that do not u.se 
agents or brokers (collectively re/erred to a.s an "agetii"). Many 
holders demand a certificate for eacJi project or location on which 
an insured works. tJrus .substantially niu hi plying the nmnher of 
certificates recppred for a single insured holder relationship. Each 
insured may need certi ficates for many holders, as in the case of a 
plumber working for several general contractors. The agent also 
will noimaily send a copy of the certificates to the insured., a copy 
to each ittsurance compatiy sltown {m. the COf and will keep a 
copy in the file. 

Applicant believes that the distinction between "certificates of 
msiirance" and "digital certificates" is clear from this explanatioii, iffld 
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accordingly, that none of the ched references teach or disclose the claim 
recitations. Ikixvever, the Examiner is encoirraged to telephone Applicaiit's 
attorney listed below if further clarificatioii is needed. 

For at least the foregoing reasoiis the currently pending claims are 
believed to be aliowable over the cited references and Applicant respectfiilly 
requests withdrawal of the rejection of claims 1-4, 6-9, and 1 1-22.
